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DIGESTS OF CURRENT NYC THEATRE REVIEWS 


Look Homeward Angel with major cast replacements 
has lost the size and fanatical pressure that it had when it 
was new,comments Atkinson, Times, Production is no ex- 
ception to the general rule: replacements seldom retain 
the glory of the original cast. Current leads are all able 
players and most recreate the parte as closely as possible 
to the original images. Lenka Peterson in the role of the 
romantic young lady from Richmond, originally portrayed 
by Frances Hyland, was rated best of new cast members. 
The drama mado out of a monumental novel is a work of 
tumultous feeling, the omotional conflicts are catastrophic, 
everything is bigger than life. These are the qualities re- 
viewer fears have escaped from this more temperate per - 
formance. 


Two for the See Saw with Dana Andrews replacing 
Henry Fonda and with Anne Bancroft still in her original 
role is still an enjoyable theatre experience, okays Watts, 
Post. Firstnighters and critics who turned handsprings 
in honor of Bancroft's performance were right in applaud- 
ing a performance of remarkable beauty, depth, warmth, 
humor, earthy and yet strangely lyric. Andrews is less 
ingratiating than Fonda by seeming to make the character 
of sterner stuff. He thus loses some of the disarming 
quality of his predecessor's portrayal, 


Guests of the Nation at Theatre Marquee consists 
of interesting scenes interrupted by a narrator before 
they can acquire dramatic momentum, pans Atkinson, 
Times. The result remains on the periphery of theatre-- 
no longer a short story, not quite a drama yet. Gelb, Times, 
had recommended playlet for longer run on basis of its 
one matinee stand earlier in ANTA Matinee Series pre- 
sented at Theatre De Lys, 


ELIOT PLAY AT EDINBURGH 


The Elder Statesman by T,S,. Eliot presented at 
Edinburgh Festival's Lyceum Theatre drew diverse 
notices from English reviewers covering it for NY papers. 
Darlington, Times, rated it as simpler than his previous 
Edinburgh plays- The Cocktail Party and The Confiden- 
tial Clerk-but not as good an acting play. C ntral char- 
acter is too monotonous to give an actor any great opport- 
unity.

excellently played. Cast features John Neville and Barbara 
Jefford.

Narration was by Charles 
Boyer and leading members of Comedie Francaise, Two songs 
were recorded by Jeanine Micheau of the Paris Opera and 
Pierre-Michael Leconte conducted the Paris Opera Orchestra, 


At Greenwich's Royal Naval College the Son Et Lum- 
iere performance is narrated by Charles Laughton and 
Beatrix Lehmann. Hugh Ross Williamson provided the script. 
At Ragley Hall, Warwickshire Michael Redgrave is the narr- 
ator. At Gloucester Cathedral Valantine Dyall is the narr- 
ator. 


Paul Robert Houdin is the founder ot the first Son Et 
Lumiere production 6 years ago at Chateau de Chambord, 
and he also introduced the new medium to England last year 
at Greenwich.

A mai'ing list of 
65,000, advance showings to theatre party agents and 
planting titles of plays months in advance of opening 
are some of methods used to create advance sales by 
producer whose next new play is World of Suzie Wong. 
Without advance sales a show may still might be saved 
if Atkinson, Times, votes for it, even if the other critics 
are against it. oO 


The theatre shortage, like nearly everything else in 
the fascinating and fantastic industry called show business, is 
nearer a myth than a reality. While every uptown playhouse 
has a single booking for a specific show which may or may not 
make it to NY come Oct, Nov, Dec there are at the moment 
enough theatres to produce all the shows that are ready. Dur- 
ing the summer, when out-of-town theatre fans were literally 
crying for a new play or musical to see, more than 1/2 of the 
houses were dark. During the month of Sept, suppossedly the 
opening of the new season, only two plays will make a try at 
winning audiences. Certainly the twenty or more plays plan- 
ned for Oct will not all be hits. Some will probably only last 
a few days, mostly because of the second rate material pre- 
sented, but partly because of the stiff competition of so 
many new presentations in a short time. If some of these 
productions scheduled for Oct had been ready for Sept, they 
may have been built into mild successes, strong enough to 
Stay the winter, Sept is the start of the theatre season and 
Off Broadway with ten or more productions booked for the 
first month will probably steal a goodly portion of a theatre 
audience waiting to go to Broadway shows. 


* * 


Actors Equity is just trying to confuse people. In the 
same week they aided the Waiting for Godot company to com- 
plete its trip to the Brussels Fair by giving enough money to 
bring the cast salaries up to Equity minimums, and they also 
caused the postponment for one week of a scheduled Off Broad- 
way production for not having enough Equity members in its 
cast. 


"Son et Lumiere" presentations in France and Eng- 
land this summer have provided a new theatrical experience 
for thousands of US visitors, From the reports evidenced they 
seem to be sort of Paul Green symphonic dramas without actors. 
The fact that recorded voices alone, plus music, light and effects 
can be so dramatic demonstrates the power of theatre, Histor- 
ical pageants are popular throughout this country and it is an 
interesting question to discover if American audiences will 
be satisfied with such pageants sans actors.

Publication of handbook by League of NY Theatres 
detailing the rules of stagehands for producers and would 
be producers is a useful service that should not be lim- 
ited by the producers organization to union problems.
